Dr. T. H. Dwelle, pastor of the 
First Church, Fayetteville, offered prayer. Dr. Knuck- 
ies lined hymn No. 492, ‘“‘Amazing Grace, How Sweet 
the Sound.” After this the Moderator presented Rev. 
Simpson, who arose and used for his text St. John, 3rd 
chapter and the 7th verse, words: ‘‘Ye must be borr 
again.’ 

First, the speaker said, through conversion we get 
a conception of things.

S. W. Smith in singing “Once More We Meet to Pray.”’

Moderator, Dr. E. E. Smith came before the body and 
delivered the 41st annual message, making 25 years 
as a presiding officer of this Association, pointing to 
jand uncultivated. After some brief remarks by W.

Before our boys entered the foreign field of 
war they were carried i camp and educated. Young 
men, the fight is on and the world needs you. 

Remember Shaw, our great Baptist school, stands 
for Christian education. We believe that man should 
be trained, head, hand and heart. And the man who 
qualifies himself along these lines shali find a place of 
service. 

Dr. Peacock in his conclusion said of the many as- 
sociations he has visited in the State, no one appeals 
to us as the Unien Association. JI am reminded of that 
Christ-like spirit in your presiding officer, and co- 
workers. 

Rev. D. J. DeVane led music, “When My Soul Is 
Resting,’”’ etc. Dr. W. H. Moore of Wilmington, State 
Missionary, spoke in the afternoon cf the first day’s 
session.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS 
By E. E. SMITH, Moderator 


My Dear Brethren: 

Twenty-five years ago, you saw fit to elect me mod- 
erator of this Association. You have re-elected me 
each year since 1900. One year, brethren, during my 
incumbency, you re-elected me in my absence, while I 
was confined at home by sickness. Yea, brethren, you 
did more, much more than honor me with your votes, 
you gave me your prayers—you prayed for my recov- 
ery. And through the infinite mercy of God, your 
Lord and mine Whose servants we are, I was raised 
from the bed of affiiction and am permitted to de- 
liberate with you here today upon vital questions and 
matters affecting the extension and growth of the 
Kingdom of God. 


Let us, therefore, brethren undertake to recount 
some of the wonderful blessings which God has so 
abundantly visited upon us as individuals, as churches, 
and as an Association. When like lost sheep we had 
wandered far away from the Good Shepherd, and were 
lost in sin, He saw us, and rescued us and bade us go 
work in His vineyard; go carrv light to dark corners, 
go seek the lost and lift up the falien, and the world of 
a living Christ. As churches we are bound together by 
cords of love, which the world with all its forces can 
not sever. We stand pledged as an Association to 
labor to promote Christian education and missions. 

The better we see ourselves, the more clearly we 
realize the importance of and our relation to these 
great causes, the more readily we will address our- 
selves to this promotion. 

First—Each of us should undertake to find himself. 

Second—Kach of us should ascertain his relations to 
those causes and thereby the better understand his 
duty, and realize more fully his obligations to Chris- 
tian education and missions. 

Third—Each of us should teach and practice the 
special significance of individual and organized loyal- 
ty to the principles and practices of our great church 
which are the teachings as laid down in the Book. 

When we find and see ourselves just as we really 
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are, poor, needful creature, we will then be able to 
begin to realize our duty in working out some of the 
many perplexing problems which confront us, as min- 
isters, deacons and leaders in our Association. Ours 
are country churches and only those of us who have 
given ciose attention to the subject, can appreciate the 
great revolution in rural life which has taken place 
during the past few years. The changes which have 
been accomplished have been of far reaching import- 
ance, and they have touched every phase of rural life. 
Almost nothing is done now, as it used to be; almost 
nothing is done now, as it was ten or fifteen years ago. 
People don’t walk like they used to walk; they don’t 
ride as they used to ride; they don’t go to church i\ike 
they used to; they don’t sing and pray like they used 
to. The ministers don’t preach like they did years ago. 

We of today live in a new world, a world of which 
the people twenty-five years ago scarcely dreamed. 
Life everywhere today is far more complex, intricate, 
difficult and fruitful of good and bad, of pleasure and 
profit, misery and want, than at any time previous. 
The great changes which have taken place in living 
and in industry have affected all conditions of our 
people rura! and city. 

Many of these changes to which I herein slightly re- 
ferred have been so extensive and so far reaching in 
their consequences that no family nor institution has 
escaped their influence. I am wondering, and pause 
here, brethren, to ask if our churches have been able 
to keep pace with the rapid changes which the new 
civilization has ushered upon us. 

These rural problems have developed great social, 
religious and economic problems. These new condi- 
tions affect the rural home life, rural society and the 
rural church. These problems are, as it were, tied up 
in a bundle together and I bring them to you today 
and ask you to accept them as they are, examine them, 
analyze and solve them, they are yours and you can’t 
transfer them to others for solution. Finding our- 
selves, we will see, that if as an association, we would 
be loyal to ourselves and true to our God, we must do 
our whole duty to Christian education and missions. 
This means we must collect our funds and pay prompt- 
ly our quota to the annual pledge made to Shaw Uni- 
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versity, and more, we should seek out, and select from 
our membership. such consecrated young men and 
young women that, under God, would prove them- 
selves workmen of whom we would not need be 
ashamed, and send them to school and thus help to 
meet the demands of the new conditions heretofore 
alluded to, help solve the perplexing rural problems, 
which so daringly stare at the church, almost ready to 
scorn and laugh her to ridicule. May I ask that we 
pause for a moment, mark time long enough to look 
over our Association field and count the young men 
and young women whom we have sent away to school 
to prepare themselves to help the church, to keep 
apace with advancing civilization, to help, draw, 
attract, encourage and hold the young for service 
for Kingdom development. 

When we shall have made the survey as suggested, 
should we find we hgve not encouraged as many young 
people to prepare themselves for service as we should, 
then let us resoive to lose no more precious time in de- 
lav in this respect, but with purpose and determina- 
tion let us seek to know our whoie duty as faithful 
servants conscious that our reward will be sure. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


Christian education is still the crying need of our people. While 
the percentage of illiterates has been greatly reduced, yet thous- 
ands are being destroyed for lack of knowledge. 

We hail with delight and gratitude the raising of the standard 
by both the public and private educational institutions of our State 
and the consequent increase of mental and material improvement. 
We urge our people by patronage, purse, prayer, and praise to 
encourage these efforts for the uplift of our people. 

With proper preparation in our splendid secondary schools, 
such as Thompson Institute, Lumberton, and State Normal, Fay- 
etteville, let us remember that Shaw University is an A-1 school 
for collegiate and theological training. The need of recruits for 
the Christian ministry should be urged by prayer and presentation 
from the pulpit as Dr, J. L. Peacock, Shaw’s president, has so 
forcefully emphasized in the address of Thursday afternoon.

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PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive together 
in union of interest and effect, element of success for the advance- 
ment of Christ’s Kingdom; therefore, the Missionary Baptists of 
this section of North Carolina, agree to form ourselves into an 
Association for mutual help, having in view the following objects: 

1st. The establishment of union among our churches upon 
principles embracing discipline, government and organization to 
encourage among our brethren by all Christian means, industry, 
education, self reliance, general improvement and spiritual ad- 
vancement, and to preach the gospel as far as our ability will per- 
mit. To secure these ends we pledge ourselves to God and to 
each other to sustain the principles embodied in our Constitution. 


CONSTITUTION 

Art. 1 This Association shall be known as the Union Mis- 
sionary Baptist Association. The object shall be substantially as 
enumerated in the above preamble. 

Art. 2. The officers shall consist of a President, 1st Vice-Presi- 
dent, 2nd Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Auditor, and an Executive Board of seven members. These 
officers shall be elected annually by the Association. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the president to preside at all 
meetings of the Association, decide points of order and sign all 
orders drawn on the treasurer of the Association. He is also ex- 
officio president of the executive board. He shall not vote only in 
case of a tie. 

Art. 4. The Vice-President shall assume the duties of the Presi- 
dent in his absence. 

Art. 5. The Secretary shall keep a correct record cf all pro- 
ceedings of the Association and prepare the same for publication, 
superintend the printing and distribution cf the minutes. He shall 
keep all books and stationery belonging to the Association. 

Art. 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to 
and collect during the sitting of the Association and to pay out 
the same upon the order of the Association, all orders being sign- 
ed by the President and counter-signed by the Corresponding Sec- 
retary. 

Art. 7. The Corresponding Secretary shell conduct the cor 
respondence, he shall be Secretary of the Executive Board of the 
Association and shall counter-sign all orders on the treasurer. 

Art. 8. The auditor shall examine the accounts of the treas- 
urer and make annual report of its condition to this body. 

Art. 10. This body shall be composed of ordained ministers 
oelonging to the churches connected with the Association and 
messengers chosen from the same, each church being entitled to 
three messengers, and must send to the Association 15 cents for 
each member represented in this Association; 10 cents for Chris- 
tian Education and 5 cents for Associated purposes. 

Art. 11. Any church desiring to join the Association may do 
so by letter and messengers, the same being regularly organized. 
All messengers to the Association must be armed with properly 
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credited credentials. No church will be fellowshipped in this Asso- 
ciation which neglects to maintain gospel order. 

Art. 12. The annual session of this Association shall be held 
on Thursday after the second Sunday in October of each year at 
such places as may be selected. 

Art. 18. By appointment of the Association there may be 
preached at each annual session an introductory, missionary, edu- 
cational and doctrinal sermon. 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be amended at any annual 
session by a two-thirds vote. 

BY-LAWS 

Art. 1. This Association shall not recognize or receive any 
church having as members any person excluded from any other 
church. 

Art. 2. All churches of this body are especially requested to 
take special care of their pastors and use all efforts to help them 
gain instruction into the ministry. 

Art. 3. From this time forward, no church within the juris- 
diction of this Association shall ordain any ministers to preach 
unless he can read the Bible intelligently. 

Art. 4. Any elder or minister found intoxicated or who shall 
visit places of ill repute, such as bar rooms or knowingly indulge 
in any immorality, such as living in cohabitation without being 
lawfully married, or acting in any manner such as will bring re- 
proach upon the Baptist faith and profession, shall be called before 
a Council of Elders and dealt with for breach of good behavier. 

RULES OF DECORUM 

Art. 1. The President and Clerk shall hold their offices from 
their election at one session until the election of officers at the next 
session and it shall be their duty to occupy their respective sta- 
tions and proceed regularly to organization. 

Art. 2. The President shall call the Association to order or in 
his absence the Vice-President shall act, and if he is absent the 
Secretary must open the session. 

Art. 3. There shall be singing and prayer at the opening of 
each day’s session. 

Art. 4. Delegates shall enroll their names by letter or other 
avidence of election. Letters real and other statistical matter 
read. 

Art. 5. Visiting brethren from other Associations may be in- 
vited to seats by a majority vote of that body 

Art. 6. The Association shall proceed to organize by electing 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer who, when 
elected, shall take their seats.

10. We believe that the punishment of the wicked is everlast- 
ing, and that the joys of the righteous are eternal.

13. We believe that only regular baptized members in good 
standing have a right to take the Lord’s Supper. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNION 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Church Union of Union 
Baptist Association. 

Art, 2. The object will be to supply ourselves with better houses 
of worship and to foster the spirit of union and mission in our 
churches among our ministers and deacons on principles of right- 
eousness as contained in the Bible. 


Art. 3. Its officers shall be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually. And a Home Mis- 
sion Board of (seven) 7 members elected annualiy. Its officers 
shall be a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Secretary. The Board 
shail have charge of the Home Mission work and make all appro- 
priations. 

Art. 4. The Union shall meet Saturday before the Sunday of each 
month having five Sundays, at such place as may be chosen. 

Art. 5. There shall be devotional service at each day’s session. 

Art. 6. There shall-be preached an introductory and missionary 
sermon at each Union. 

Art. 7. The Union shall be composed of messengers chosen by 
the churches, and deacons and ministers belonging to the same. 

Art. 8. Each church may be represented by letter and messen- 
gers, by the payment of three cents per capita. Two cents for 
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building funds, one cent for expenses and mission. Each church is 


entitled to two messengers. 
Art. 9. The Constitution may be changed or amended by a two- 


thirds vote of those present. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Ministerial Conference 
of Union Missionary Baptist Association. 

Art 2. Its officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Recording 
Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer. 

Art. 3. Its object shall be to better understand ourselves as a 
body of Gospel Ministers of Christ to consider the condition and 
mission of the Churches under our administration. 

Art. 4. That we encourage and sustain a high standard of Chris- 
tian morals among ourselves as stewards of Christ. 

Art. 5. That we require a higher standard of ministerial prepa- 
ration in examination. 

Art. 6. That all applicants for alternation shall be examined by 
the Conference, and required to make an average of 70 per cent. 

Art. 7. Alternations without the signature of this Conference 
will not be recognized. 

Art. 8. Ministers coming from other Associations will be re- 
quired to bring a written recommendation signed by the Modera- 
tor. 
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
